NEW YOEK, Nov. 1. — Two campaign 


incidents which resulted in the tearing 
down of tv.'o anti-Hearst banners and 
caused excitement among thousands of 
people occurred in two different sections 
of tho city today during the noon hour. 
The banners' were similar to the one 
ordered down By McClellan last night — 
a red flag supported by a hand labeled 
"Hearst," an American flag with the 
supporting hand marke-d "McClellan" and 
under the query "Undctr Which Flag?" 
The first of today's demonstrations oc- 
curred, in Union Square, where a large 
crowd tore down both flags. ' 
The red flag 
1 was cut to pieces with a 
pair of tailor's shears and the remnants 
ground into the paver vent. 
The Ameri- 
can flag was 
carefully 
preserved and 
guarded until the polict arrived and took 
possession of It. 
The police made no 
arrests. 
The second incident, of similar origin, 
was more excitinp, several thousand peo- 
ple witnessing1 it at Fourth street and 
Broadway. 
One young man who had 
made a 
speech expressing . Jndig-nation 
that the American fla^ had been placed 
on a level with the flag of anarchy. 
Another young man pushed his way 
through the crowd toward the poles sup- 
porting the banner, shouting "I'll do it; 
I'll cut it down. We will get vid of that 
flag of anarchy." 
There was a cheer from the crowd 
which wasp heard for blocks and a la.no : 
was made for the young man, who 
made his way to one of the poles and 
climbed it.' He cut, the cord that held 
the flags and. both fell to the street." On

crowd uncovered and the national em- 
blem was picked up and carefully folded. 
The red flagr. however, was trampled in 
the mud and finally was torn to pieces.

said Mr. Murphy. "These flags were put 
up by business men."

Busy Patriotic Blow=flies 


The Northern newspapers that are saying President Roosevelt 


»t.s "conquered" the South, and by inference making it appear that 
he has compelled the Southern whites to eat their opinions on the 
race question, are doing a foolish and harmful thing. Their words 
have the ring of a taunt which can do nobody, any good. What they 
say is calculated to inflame rather than allay race prejudice. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has won the hearts of the South without sacrifice 
of his dignity or surrender of his convictions. His recent tour has 
signalized a happy reunion of the sections. It tended to soften race 
antagonisms and promote good feeling all round. Why disturb the 
concord? What good purpose is served by intimating that Theo-- 
dore Roosevelt has broken the spirit of the South and led its people 
captive to his chariot? Why tauntingly remind Southerners that 
he has not yet apologized for dining Booker Washington and ap- 
pointing Dr. Crum collector of Charleston? Some people are never 
happy unless they are putting ice in the soup or cockle-burrs be- 
tween the sheets. Quite a number of this uncomfortable class ap- 
pear to be editing newspapers in the North and West. If they ever 
say a good word for the South or Southern people they couple it 
with some disparaging remark or some unpleasant reminder. It is 
their kindly habit to remind the South that she is apart from the 
rest of the country and in sufferance merely—a backward and refrac- 
tory member of the family that should be thankful for not being 
spanked and locked in the cellar. As a rule writers of this class 
know nothing of the South and but little of Southern people, white 
or black. Their ideas of anti-bellum days were derived from Uncle 
Tom's Cabin and their notions of the South since the surrender at 
Appomattox from 
Albion Tourgee's "A Fool's Errand" and 


"Bricks Without Straw." A more complacent set of sectioaalists 
never lived. As a rule they are narrow-minded, half-educated and 
lamentably ignorant of the history of their own country, wrapped 
up in a conceit that is hopeless because it will not permit anything 
to be seen save through smoked and inverted glasses. 
These blind- 


eyed patriots manage to stir up sectional feeling every time it dies 
down. If the races settle dowr to peace end quiet, they must start 
a row by throwing stones into the congregation. Artemus Ward 
•aid he never understood why Providence saw fit to create the house- 
By. Why the nagging, supercilious, half-baked, sectional patriot 
ihould have be^n added to the trials of mankind is even a more 
baffling puzzle. But we have him always with us, and he is doing 
all he can to neutralize the good feeling in the South that found 
euch spontaneous expression during the President's recent visit. 


The University and the Schools 


"With the Governor of the State, the Superintendent of Public 


Instruction and the great majority of teachers taking this (the op- 
posite) view of the question, is it not about time to abandon the 
policy of making university admission the end and aim of high 
school training?" asks the San Jose Mercury. That is what THE 
TRIBUNE has been asking for three years last past. 


The accrediting system is harming the high schools and it is 


doing no good to the university. Admission to that institution 
should depend upon personal examination and not upon a certificate 
granted elsewhere. 


Furthermore, the efforts of the Berkeley faculty to dominate the 


public school system of the State is generating a feeling of hostility 
against the State University, that is likely to be productive of mis- 
chievous consequences. The university should let the 
common 


schools alone. While we do not entirely agree with the Sacramento 
Bee's strictures on President Wheeler's Pacific .Grove address, we 
have given them place in our columns as an evidence of the spirit 
aAhat is being aroused throughout the State. Some of President 


I Wheeler's criticisms of the grammar school curriculum are just, but 
they are not well received because of the popular reprobation .of 
the control exerted by the university over the high schools. 
The 


arrangement of the courses of study in the grammar schools has a 
number of grave defects, but the remedy for them does not lie in sub- 
ordinating grammar school studies to the idea that they are designed 
to prepare pupils for a university course. The pernicious notion 
that the whole scheme of free popular education is a chute into which 
one hundred children are dumped at the primary end that one uni- 
versity student may be pulled out at the other, is one that should be 
speedily dissipated. By attacking the grammar schools President 
IWheeler has only, succeeded in arousing further antagonisms for the 
university, which is a misfortune. 


Correspondent on the Rampage 


The Sacramento Union has a San Francisco correspondent who 


is very fond of discanting on Alameda county politics. If he be- 
lieves what he writes, he is to be pitied; if he writes simply what 
Jte. would have others believe, he is wasting his time. However, he 
is not kicking up much dust. His picture of Senator Perkins, Sec- 
retary Metcalf and Governor Pardee all sitting on a powder barrel 
smoking long-stemmed pipes is an amusing conceit that only sug- 
gests inquiry as to what brand the correspondent smokes. He in- 
dulges in a column and a half of twaddle about the Berkeley post- 
office, representing that the politicians on this side of the bay are 
all torn up over who shall be postmaster. Incidentally Congress- 
man Knowland is quoted as saying Secretary Metcalf 
has been 


"talking through his shirt front." This is all news to Alameda coun- 
ty. It is needless to say that Congressman Knowland never made 
any such remark. Nobody need be told that there is no excitement 
over tiie Berkeley postoffice. 
But why should the San Francisco 


correspondent of the Sacramento Union be devoting so much of his 
valuable time and so large a share of the Union's equally valuable 
space to discussing the postoffice succession in Berkeley? What's 
Berkeley to him or he to Berkeley? Why this shoving of an out- 
side oar in local waters that are peaceful enough as they are? Isn't 
there enough going on in San Francisco to write about that the able 
correspondent must go chasing ghost stories in the outlying pre- 
c;ncts?

Such 
work is criminal, and the lawyer who will descend to it is a despica- 
ble wretch unworthy of membership in a decent profession. 


WHEELER AND THE GRAMMAR SCHOOL STUDIES. 


Professor Benjamin Ide Wheeler, President of the State Uni- 


versity, is very fond of attacking the common-school system. 
It 


certainly has its faults, among the worst of which at present is that 
it has been transformed from its original vital purpose and made 
merely a stepping stone to the State University. 
The effect is, of 


course, seen principally in the High School, whose studies are not 
arranged sensibly to suit the ninety-five who stop their schooling 
when they leave its doors, but are lumbered with a lot of things en- 
forced because of the five who may want to go to the University, 


In plain English, the great curse upon the common-school sys- 


tem in California today is the shadow of Benjamin Ide Wheeler. 


At Pacific Grove last week, Wheeler "derided the whole gram- 


mar school curriculum, especially selecting arithmetic for reproba- 
tion." In the dispatch concerning this matter it is stated: 


"In strong words President Wheeler expressed his views that the 


things taught in the grammer schools should be religion, in its Ar- 
noldian sense of conduct, not creed; morals, manners, manual train- 
ing, agriculture, music and Latin, and some foreign language at the 
age of 9 to 14." 


He also anathematized the teaching of physics, now obtaining 


in the high schools. 


That is all that has so far been published concerning Wheeler's 


talk at Pacific Grove, and it is difficult to criticise on such incomplete 
material. 


It is enough to say, however, that men of practical experience 


will not agree with him in his remarks about the grammar schools. 
The majority of the children go no farther than the grammar school. 
They should be taught as much as is possible of the 
necessary, 


groundwork for an education in the time at their disposal, and should 
not be asked to take up studies such as Latin, which to them—and 
even to the great majority of students in colleges today—is time 
thrown away, energy and application wasted. 


The ideas of Wheeler about the common schools are thoroughly 


impractical. His method for the grammar school would scarcely 
do even if the students intended to make that merely a stepping 
stone to the high school, and the high school simply, a preparation 
for three or four years at the university. But when a grammar 
school education is about all most of the boys and girls are able to 
get, it should be practical at every hour and practical in every inch. 


Wheeler's views upon this flatter are incomprehensible on any 


other theory than that he desires to reduce the whole common- 
school system to a preparatory, kindergarten for the University of 
California. 


As a general rule, a college professor is about the very worst 


and most impractical counselor on the wants of the public schools 
and the needs of the public-school children. The professors live on 
stilts 
They are all theory so far as the grammar schools are con- 


cerned 
As teachers in grammar schools most of them would make 


monumental failures. And yft Wheeler and men like him, con- 
stantly enveloping themselves with an air of bastard superiority, 
are continually sneering at grammar school instructors and patron- 
izingly telling them what they ought to do and what they ought not 
to do. 


The Bee would like to see the grammar school teachers appoint 


a committee to instruct Benjamin Ide Wheeler upon his university 
duties, to point out the errors and the laches, so notorious at Berke- 
ley, and to formulate a plan for him to follow in the -<vay of univer- 
sity reform and regeneration. 


It would certainly be worth reading, and the committee would 


undoubtedly offer suggestions far more practical and common-sense 
than those which Benjaman Ide is constantly casting into the teeth 
of the grammar school teachers.—Sacramento Bee.

A. J. PILLSBURY WRITES OF 


HIS INVESTIGATIONS 


Tells How Labor and Capital Are 


At It Hammer and Tongs 


in Massachusetts. 


The following Is special correspond- 


ence from A. J. Fillsbury, who is trav- 
eling throughout the East investigat- 
jlng conditions oi! the various Institu- 
tions, 
especially 
prisons, jails and 


schools: 


Hartford, Conn., Oct. 24, 1905. 


Connecticut Is a well-behaved com- 


monwealth. It has a population, out- 
side of prison, of very nearly one mil- 
lion persons, and in ptison only about 
4SO. "With less than twice the popula- 
tion, California has nearly five times 
as many men In prison, and yet Con- 
necticut is flanked on one side by the 
cities of Boston and environs, 
with 


large criminal elements, and on the 
other side by New York, with several 
times as many 
criminals as Boston. 


From the overflow of both these great 
cities the State Prison at Wethers- 
field derives a considerable percentage 
of its inmates. 
Connecticut people 


seem to know what being in pr-ison 
means, and steer clear of It. They do 
well to do so, for the Connecticut State 
Prison isn't a nice place to be in. 


REAL THING IN PRISONS. 


It is a well appointed prison, but it 


fs a real prison, and not a boarding 
jhoube. 
Silence is the fust consideia- 


juon uniemtttmg industry comes next. 
A'o piisoner is allowed to speak to an- 
other or to anyone else unless fitst ad- 
dressed by an officer. 
The prisoners 


never congiegate except at meal time 
and at religious ser\ices and then they 
sit xinder suiveillance and listen, but 
do not speak. There is no congregating 
in knots of rosters as in the prisons 
of California. 
When not at work, or
